and there are indications, some of 
them reHected in our special tele- 
grams from ‘Tokio, that the autience 
i fof Japan is becoming exhausted. 
The news we gave the other day, on 
the authority of our Kobe corres- 
pondent, that a modus vi ndi had 
been reached between General 
Kuropatkin and the Japinese Gov- 
ernment may have been an entire 
fabrication, or a ballon Crssaé on the 
part of the small pro-Russian faction. 
ts grea’ flaw was that it lacked 
finality. With the boundary of Rus- 
sia’s Asiatic possessions once brought 
to the Yalu th the consent of 
Japan, the Russian agents on the 
spot, however yood the intentions of 
the goverument ab St, Petersburg, 
would begin to work for a farther 
Advance southward, realising that a 
better permanent terminus for the 
trans-Siberian railway is to be found 
in Corea than even Daluy is; and 
Japan would have to keep up the 
crushing expenditure on her ary 
and navy, and the harassing condi- 
tions which now impede her trade 
would be renewed. ‘The Corean gov- 
| rmnent is as little to be depended 
on to protect the independence and 
integrity of its own country as the 
Chinese government: both sew to 
be equally readily influenced by the 
solid arguments which Russia knows 
go well how to employ. For these 
purposes Russia’s funds are practi- 
cally inexhaustible, and there is po 
parliament at St. Petersburg to pry 
into these payments.

THE SOMALILAND. 
CAMPAIGN 
London vid Bombay, 18th June.

The situation in Somaliland is 
causing uneasiness. The difficulties 
of transport are increasing, and the 
communications between Berbera and 
Bohotle are threatened. 

‘Three companies of the Hampshire 
Regiment, and three hundred native 
troops,now at Aden, have been ordered 
to Somaliland.— Reuter.

Mr. Brodrick stated in the House 
of Commons that he had not heard 
from General Manning for two or 
three weeks, and he presumed that 
General Manning and Colonel Cobbe 
had united their forces—Reuter. 
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London, 19th June. 

The Mullah’s force appears to be 
growing stronger, and it is feared 
that the prolonged strain will affect 
the hitherto friendly tribes. The 
people round Berbera are constantly 
fearing an attack, and this is the 
reason for the dispatch of reinforce- 
ments from Aden—Exclusive service. 


London vid Bombay, 20th June. 

In reply to enquiries, Colonel 
Swann, commanding at  Bohotle, 
telegraphs that between the 13th of| 
May and the 11th of June, 973 
members of General Manning's force 
have reached Bohotle. 

There has been no news of Gen- 
eral Manning since the 13th of June, 
but deserters state that there has 
been no attack. 

The Mullah is sixty miles north- 
east of Damot, His live stock passed 
within thirty-seven miles of Bohotle 
under cover of his mounted troops, 
with the remainder of his troops 
within supporting distance. 

Colonel Swann adds that he could 
find useful employment. for one bat- 
talion of infantry.— Reuter. 

21st June. 

Dispatches from General Manning, 
dated the 15th of June, have reached 
Damot, where all is well, though it 
is closely watched by the enemy. 

General Manning and Colonel 
Cobbe were due at Damot on the 
21st of June.—Reuter.

THE REVOLUTION IN 
SERVIA.

The Servian Skupshtina has grant- 
ed immunity to the assassins of the 
late King and Queen. 

King Tcarageorgeovitch has decid- 
ed not to concern himself with events 
that happened previously to his 
accession. 

"The Emperor of Austria has tele- 
graphed his congratulations to the 
new King on his accession, promsing 
him support.—Reuter. 








Later. 
Mr. Balfour explained to the 
House that the Government had con- 
sidered whether they should mark 
their reprobation of the disgraceful 
crime committed at Belgrade by 
withdrawing their representative. 
They had decided that the Minis- 
ter shall remain at present and watch 
events, but shall not be accredited 
until further information has been 
received of the cireumstance wherein 
the new Government came into 
power.—Reuter.

This spiritual agency is 
led by 26 engineers and boatmen, and 
institute-keepers, ete. ; and is supplied 
with 12 steam and 8’ sailing mission~ 
vessels, together with 48 mission-boats to 
enable them to carry the Gospel to the 
crows of ships, fishing vessels, barges, 
and lightships, ete., and to the isolated 
inhabitants of remote lighthouses, islets, 
deep-water forts, and coastguard stations ; 
whilst there are 106 Scamen’s Churches 
and Institutes for the special use of sea- 
going men when ashore. Only twenty- 
‘one ports abroad are as yet occupied for 
Christ by the Missions ‘to Seamen, in 
Europe, Asia, the South Seas, Africa, 
North-west America, and the Pacific 
Isles. These are sufficient, however, to 
form an estimate of the unspeakable gain 
it would bo to British sailors and to the 
world, if at every civilised port they 
visit, the Church could take to the water, 
launch ont into the deep, and lot down its 
nets as a fisher of men afloat, by minister- 
ing to the crews on board their ships.

aro on a strong upward tendency, and 
the cost of daily living is said to bo three 
times as high as formerly. An effort was 
made at the outset to bolster up the 
Hung failure by a reported loan from the 
Revenue Department of Tis. 100,000, and 
the creditors were officially informed to 
stand off, as the bank ‘must not fail.’ It 
was Na Tung however who has ondes- 
voured to negotiate a loan with tho 
Japanese bank which originated the state- 
ment. But this is a polite fiction never- 
theless, and does not affect the real facts 
of the case which daily grow more serious. 
Hard cash is the demand in Peking just 
as much as here, and hard cash cannot be 
had in adequate amounts, so there the 
matter stands."—The 17th. the annivers- 
ary of the Siege of ‘Tientsin, was 
daly commemorated there, the ladies 
assisting in the decoration of tho graves 
of those who fell in tho defence.—The 
endeavour of some of the high offictals 
to get HE Chang Chih-tung retained in 
Peking as a member of the Grand Council 
has failed, and HE. is going to his home 
in Chihli, where, according to the “P. and 
T. Times,” he’ will probably remain.— 
Threo American citizens were charged in 
the U. S. Consular Court at Tientsin 
on the 17th with murderous assault and 
robbery, the intended victim being Eugone 
Vernon.

‘Tae following tea-notes are from the 
“ Foochow Echo” :— 
The commencement of business in Con- 
gou this year was unattended by any kind 
of excitement. The market for season 
1903-1904 seemed to drift into life towards 
the end of last month and ti tious: 
have gradually increased i Salk as 
arrivals from the country were offered. 
Some of tho up-country Souchongs are 
late in arriving. none of the well-known 
“name” chops having as yet come to 
land, and this is causing some inconveni- 
ence in view of the Glenshiel closing on 
the 8th inst. and tho German mail 
steamer Stuttgart on the 9th, The 
quality of the crop generally ig 
Pronounced as being fully * good average” 
and the leading chops from some districts 
above it. For these last, higher prices 
hare been paid, notably for the choice 
Beomoos and Chingyos, but otherwise the 
range is very much on last year's scale. 
Paklums, as an exception to general 
quality, ‘are poor, but owing to scarcity 
favo fetched high prices. ‘The scarcity 
of these teas is caused by green-tea buyers 
from Shanghai having secured all the best 
leaf grown in the district for the manu- 
facture of green tea to be made here 
‘and sent to Shanghai for mixture or 
Gthermise for shipment there. According 
fo the teamen’s report the first crop of 
Congou will be short of last year's supply. 
The Export to date to Burope is 390,224 
Tbs. against 241,107 Ibs. last year, carried 
by the Malacea, the Calchas and coast 
steamers going South. (6th June.), 
Business in the tea market has continued 
fairly active during the past week. The 
Chinese estimate of a short first-erop of 
Congon is being borno out by the meagro 
supplies, the total arrivals to date bein 
only 105,000 half-chests against 144, 
half-chests to the same date last year. 
This, together with the comparatively 
satisfactory quality of the tea, has tended 
to support prices. Tho Export to Europe 
is 3,358,225 Ibs. against 3,441,562 Ibs. at 
the same date last year. (13th June.) 
WE have received Hongkony papors to 
the 17th inst.—Another European was 
attacked by plague at Hongkong on the 
13th, M. Pasquet, the Frenchman who was

that +o allege a necessity for supplement- 
ing it after such a brief interval and at 
the hands of the yery officials by whom it 
had becn negotiated was incomprehen- 
sible, and that were Mr. Lessar in his, the 
Prince's, place, he would not and could 
not entertain ‘such a proposition. Mr. 
Lessar inferred from the Prinee’s language 
that some apprehension was entertained 
as to the interference of other Powers. 
But. this was a matter that concerned 
solely the relations of the two empires. 
Russia had already withdrawn the de- 
mands originally presented by her and 
had substituted’ others of which a copy 
had heen transmitted by the manager of 
the Russ-Chinese Bank, Mr. Pokotiloff. 
If any other Power attempted to interfere 
Russia had means of dealing with the 
incident and China need not. be uneasy. 
Prince Ching asked what those means 
were: but Mr. Lessar thought it would 
not be too late to describe them after 
the negotiations were concluded. Prince 
Ching then said that he had already sub- 
titted Mr. Pokotilofs draft to the 
‘Throne, but that it had failed to obtain 
the approval of cither the Empress 
Dowager or the Emperor; that Chineso 
public opinion was entirely opposed to 
it; that the Foreign Representatives 
condemned it, and that in the face of such 
objections at’ home and abroad he could 
only avk to haye it withdrawn, MF, Lessar 
stated that he had authority to make 
treaties, but not to break them. If China 
wonld not: agree to Russia's proposals, was 
she prepared to guarantee that there 
Ahould Ue no future disturbances of order 
in Manchuria? The Prince answered that 
China would spare no pains to attain that 
result after the withdrawal of the Russian 
troops. Mr. Lessar observed that the 
former proposals having been withdrawn, 
only four points had now to be considered. 
Ho saw no difficulty in China agreeing to 
them, and he must press for a definite 
answer whether she would or would not 
agree. ‘The Prince could not answer im- 
mediately. Mr. Lessar, however, opined 
that the Prince had full’ power, and urged 
him not to resort to evasions. Princo 
Ching denied that his power extended 
beyond discussion. The right of approval 
or rejection rested with the Throne. In 
a mattor of such crave importance careful 
reflection was necessary. The conference 
then came to an end and Prince Ching at 
once proceeded to the Ewo Park.

As to the four proposals alluded to in 
the above conference, it is not publicly 
known what they are. Some allege that 
they are four out of the original seven;

THE 
OCIAL DEMOCRATIC 
PARTY IN GERMANY. 
—— 
24th June, 

Ix view of the general election 
which has been proceeding in Ger- 
many, an article in the May isste of 
the “ Nineteenth Century and After 
with the above title, by Mr. O. 
Eltzbacher, will be found full of 
interest. It is not easy to give a 
summary of it in the space at our 
disposal. The Social Democratic 
party is the strongest political party 
in Germany, but it is the party of 
discontent with things as they ‘are, 
and in consequence the German Em- 
peror has seldom lost an opportunity 
of condemning it in unmeasured 
terms. 
members “enemies to the divine order 
of things, without a fatherland:” it 
has been branded as “Die Umsturg- 
partei,” the party of subversion; the 
Kaiser has said: “For Me every 
Social Demoerat is synonymous with 
enemy of the nation, and of the 
Fatherland.” At the meeting of the 
Conservative party in March 1897, 
Freiherr von Stumm said: “The 
right to vote should be taken away 
from the Social Democrats, and no 
Social Democrat should be permitted 
to sit in the Diet.” Professor H. 
Delbriick, the distinguished historian, 
has written: “The duty of the 
Government is not to educate Social 
































The Kaiser has called its|S 





Democracy to decent behaviour, but 
to suppress it, or, if that should be 
impossible, to repress it, or, if that be 
impossible, at least to hinder its 
further growth... What is ne- 
cessary is that the sentiment should 
be awakened among all classes of the 
population that Social Democracy is 
a poison which can be resisted only 
by the strongest and most united 
moral opposition.” ‘That was written 
in 1895, when the Social Democratic 
vote was 23.30 of the whole vote; in 
1898 it was 27.18 and it will be larger 
still this year, 

The party was created by the 
thinkers and idealists Karl Marx, 
Friedrich Engels, and Ferdinand 
Lassalle; but it soon “became by 
gradual evolution, the level-headed 
politeal representative of German 
labour under the able guidance of 
talented working men. Its present 
chief is the turner August Bebel, and 
among the most prominent members 
of the party are workmen such as 
Mr. Grillenberger, a locksmith ; Mr. 
Auer, a saddler: Mesers, Molkenbuhr 
and Meister, cigar workers; Mr. Bern- 
stein, the son of an engine driver; 
Mr. Von Vollmar, formerly a post 
official. Workingmen such’ as those 
mentioned manage, lead, and control 
the party which may be said to 
embrace abont, 2,500,000 men, and 














‘ipline amongst tl 
Of the strict integrity of the leaders 
there has never been’ a question; it 
has no wealthy brewers or bankers 
contributing to the party funds and 
influencing its policy; “it has pre- 
served its truly democratic, one might 
almost say its proletarian, character” 
as essentially a Labour party. 

The German constitution gives 
universal suffrage, and the Social 
Demoeratie votes which were only 
124,700 in 1871 rose to 493,300 in 
1877. Prince Bismarck made up his 
mind to suppress the party, anda reign 
of terror was before long inaugurated, 
The working men’s Unions were 
suppressed and their publieations 
confiscated. “Innumerable bond fide 
co-operative societies were compelled 
by the police to close their doors 
without any trial and without the 
possibility of appeal, and numerous 
‘ocial Democrats were equally sum- 
marily expelled from Germany aba fow 
days’ notice, through the discretion 
which the new Act had vested in 
the police, Many were placed under 
police supervision, others were not 
allowed to change their domicile. 
‘Thousands of Social Democrats were 
thus reduced to beggary, many being 
thrown into prison, and many fleeing 
to Switzerland, England, or the 
United States.” In one-month the 
Law Courts inflicted no less than 
500 years of imprisonment for lése- 
majeste. The result of this persecu- 
tion was that in 1881 theynumber of 
Social Democratic votes sank to 
312,000.

He has not however 
been allowed to do so. That the whole

Recently the market, 
price has been $41 per 100 ounces; at 
wthich price dealers in cocoons could make 
ood profit. But the heavy thunderstorm 
on Bist May did considerable damage to 
rocoons in various places; and it is pre- 
dicted that the sccond crop will fall below 
the mark. Hence the price of silk is 
advancing. Further, some fanatical 
Buddhists have recently scattered far and 
wide exhortations to silk-worm breeders, 
stating that a Buddha has become in- 
carnate. who bids them not sell cocoons 
to the foreizn market. The reason given 
is that the foreign method is to roast 
the cocoon till dry, (instead of thrusting 
in boiling water) causing bitter pain to 
countless silk-worms! It is further pre- 
dicted that those who persist in selling 
to the foreign market. will lose, and mect 
with merited punishment from, heaven. 
One would think ibis Buddha a consersa- 
{ive among the deities, who desires to 
keep the cocoons froin’ forcign markets 
in hopes of the price of silk in China 
remaining low. It would be fitting for 
those who are mored by these exhortations 
to get the most economical siken robe 
possible for presentation to this Buddha, 
when they go to pay their vows to him!

With that, in his 
ze 1, he jerked the rope a little too hard and 
over came the idol flat on his face. Strange 
to say, concealed uuderneath the idol was 
‘@ curious bundle of yellow papers which 
contained the very information the hsien 
wanted. The result was that the priest was 
kept in'prison and search is being made 
for all the ot/er members of the society.

from Provincial Treasurer down to 
Magistrate, havo had a decided shake up, 
and we have many new men to try their 
ruling hands upon these people of Kiang- 
nan. 


Concerning Postal Matters. 

Wo congratulate our fellow Americans 
in Shanghai upon the new postal rates 
to and from the home land, but it not 
ly does us no good, but it will be moro 
xpensive than the old rates unless our 
letters and papers “have full foreign 
postage. Some days ago we wero served 
with the following notice which is an 
extract from a notification sent out last 
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year by the Postal Secretary when Great 
Britain adopted the penny post :— 

“The Union rate for letters to the 
U.S.A. is, and remains, until further 
notice, 10 cents (Mex.) per half ounce. 

“Mail matter from the U.S.A. address~ 
cd to Soochow or inland places, if only, 
franked with 2 cents (gold) per ounce, 
will be taxed double the deficiency in 
Union Rates. 

“Mail matter from the U.S.A. address: 
ed to Shanghai and from there re-directed 
to Soochow or an Inland place, if only 
franked with 2 cents (gold) per ounce, 
will be taxed double the deficiency in 
Union Rates: China domestic postage, 
if added by the redirector, will only 
count as part postage.” 

‘The last paragraph seems unjust. The 
only thing gained is to increaso the sale 
of envelopes, and since the I-P.O. is not 
engaged in “his business it seems they 
might allow the original envelope to be 
Fouddressed and stamped with local 
postage. ‘The notice abovo prohibits us 
from deriving any benefit, as the matter 
now stands, but we hope some arrange” 
ment may be made to at most tax us for 
Uomestic postage from Shanghai, which 
Srould be only just since China gets no- 
thing out of the whole business as it now 
stands. If this subject is discussed in 
other ports as it is in Soochow much 
might be said, even books written, but 
wwe feel sure those at the head are doing 
all they can and so we will merely act 
the part of Mr. Micawber. We who live 
in Soochow owe much to the Imperial 
Postal Service for the most satisfactory 
way in which our foreij mail has been 
delivered to us, and all without cost, to 
us. We well remember the days when 
the mails were handled by the native 
postal hongs and it is impossible for our 
ininds to revert to “those old days without 
feelings of thanksgiving for the improve- 
ments of to-day. Our postal officer, Mr. 
C. H. Shields, leaves nothing to be de- 
sired as to efficiency of service and he 
nover loses an opportunity to render the 
public his personal effort when needed. 
The Usual Summer Departures 
have already begun and our small com- 
munity is visibly shrinking. — Mobkan- 
shan is by far the most popular resort 
for those of our port who are able to got 
away. One's family can go early and be 
easily visited by those who have to stay 
at the work. By, the Soochow-Hangchow 
Tapanese line of launches one can be up 
on the mountain within twenty-six hours. 
The Mission schools close about the 7th 
of July.

Not infre- 
quently in the old days, the airs of Con- 
fucian’ superiority used’ to be abnormally 
displayed in the Christian preaching hall, 
but those days seem to have passed for 
ever, and while the millennium has not yet 
appeared, ‘undoubtedly a better state of 
things now _prevai Scriptures were 
always on sale at the chapel, and during 
the examinations, perhaps tho majori! 
of our visitors heard at least somet 
of the Gospel. 


Distribution of Books.

An application 
to'the S.P.C.K. at Shanghai resulted in 
fa free grant of 2,000 books, 1,000 copi 
each of Pastor Kranz’s excellent Ii 
“Christianity fulfilling Confucian- 
and Bishop Cranston’s “Creation 
and Redemption.”

‘at our disposal by the Prefect. Here, for 
some hours, we were the centre of an 
interested crowd, and as often ax the 
doors were opened, and the candidates 
came pouring out, the hooks were hand 
ed to them.

Mr. Tong Kid-son, compradore to 
Mess Jardine, Matheson and Co., 
examined by Mr. Jones, said he knew 
both the plaintiff and the defendant.

He (witness) did not give up 
the security mones for some time after 
that, as the old gentleman who gave it 
wes away from Shanghai. In tho firsi 
part of August year, he met Mr. 
Leake who asked him ‘where the plainti 
Witness told him plaintiff was 
Jardine’s agent in chang. 
asked if Messrs. Jardine 
would help bring him down to Shanghai: 
he had found, he said, in Fergusson and 
Co.'s books a lack of $6,000 and Messrs. 
Cornabé's shroff said it was paid to plain 
tiff. To get the accounis straight they 
wanted the plaintiff at Shanghai. Witness 
told Mr. he was surprised to hear 
bout Kwan as he knew him to be 
¢ carofil man; he could not believe 
tric. He also said he had no 
power to bring Kwan down, the taipan 
wonld have to give an order for him to 
come. Afterwards Mr. Leake met. wit 
ness again in the street and said he had 
cridenee to show him at Mr. White:

Ho went: the 
first time Mr. White-Cooper way not 
there; Mr. Latter showed him the books 
but ho could find nothing wrong in the 
entries.

He had 
already exhausted all that was to be said 
on the question of malice. The evidence 
given by Mr. White-Cooper must have 
Femoved from the jury’s minds any 
possiblo idea that the defendant had any 
other object than the simple discharse 
of his duty as trustee of the estate of 
Fergusson and Co. His Lordship would 
point out also that it was not ouly the 
usual malice in law of which the jury 
lind to be satisfied; but they had ‘alco 
to be satisfied the defendant was actuated 
by malice in fact. The evidence had 
shown that defendant had no such im- 
Proper or indirect motive. In an action 
for malicious prosecution the plaintiff 
must absolutely prove three essentials, 
viz, that proceedings had actually been 
instituted ‘against him, and that they 
have terminated in his favour; secondly 
thar they had been instituted maliciously ; 
and thirdly that they have been instituted 
without, reasonable and probable cause. 

















He would dircet his Lordship’s attention | 


to passages in Fraser's Law of Torts in 
which the question of malice and malicious 
provecution was dealt with. The reference 
was to the case of Hicks v. Faulkner 
(1882, 8, Q.B.D.) in which Mr. Justice 
Hawkins laid down exactly what kind 
Of malice should exist in order that tho 
defendant could be muleted in damages ; 
in the same case the same judge defined 
exactly what was reasonable and probable 
In regard to this latter matter 
there was further the well-known case of 
Abrath v. The N. E. Railway Company 
(11 A.C, p. 247) where the late Lord 
Esher referred very forcibly to what 
constituted reasonable and probable 
cause. Mr. Ellis went on to say that if 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., who 
were in his opinion at the back of the 
proceedings, had given the assistance fre- 
quently asked of them in bringing Kwan 
to Shanghai, where he was apparentl: 
willing to come, none of the pain whicl 
had been caused to Kwan would have 
been occasioned. But for some reason 
they considered it an outrage on their 
commercial feelings and did everything 
power to hamper and prevent 

































in thei 
an amicable settlement. As to whether 
there was reasonable and probable 


cause the evidence of Mr. Leake and Mr. 
White-Cooper should lead the jury to only 
one conclusion. ‘There was no doubt Mr. 
Leake made a mistake in thinking the 
estate had not received the sum of $6,000. 
But the state of things in Chefoo when 
he took over and the material he had to 
work with must bo remembered and he 
did all he could to find where this sum 
of money was. It was important to re- 
member that Kwan went to Mr. White- 
Cooper's office, that the whole transaction 
was gone into and he actually said then 
that ho had not received this sum of 
money. Was it not reasonable to expect 
that directly it was mentioned to him 
that apparently a sum of money was not 
accounted for, he would answer he had 
not received the $6,000, but had credited 
Fergusson and Co. with that sum of 
money? He said nothing at all about that 
until he came to Shanghai in May 1903; 
had he said it in May 1902 the whole thing 
would have been cleared up. Mr. Leake 
like everyone else was liable to mistakes, 
‘but he should have been put right in th 

ease by Mr. Kwan who had many oppor- 
tunties for doing so. He would say em- 
phatically that plaintif’ contributed 
growly to his mistake and defendant wa’ 
not responsible for his prosecution. In 
regard to the slander the only evidence 
‘was that Mr. Leake told Mr. Tong there

it was held that in the absence of special 
damages the words sued upon were not 


capable of being construed as conveying 
an imputation on the plaintiff in his 
business. In the same case the Master of 
the Rolls had laid it down that it is im- 
portant to consider not only the words 
complained of but also the circumstances 
in which they were uttered. 

His Lordship—When the jury come to 
consider whether these words are defama- 
torr or not ther must take that 
into consideration. I have already made 
up my mind. 
|. Mr. Ellis said that from the petition 
} it would appear as if this slander had 

been repeated between the dates of 
August 1902 and the present time, but 





matter had been referred to more than 
twice, once in August 1902 and once in 
October or November. 

Mr. Jones replied. He dealt with Mr. 
Ellis’s last point, reminded the jury that 
until tho answer was amended ‘in Court 
the defendant had not denied that the 
slander was repeated up -till May this 
year, and consequently plaintiff had not 
come prepared with eridence to prove 
what was admitted. Mr. Ellis had cn- 
deavoured to divert attention from the 
real iste by dragging in several state- 
ments which had no bearing on the case 












at all. Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co. and Mr. Inglis were neither parties 
to this suit nor present to defend them- 
selves. It was quite clear from Mr. 





Bennett's letter and from Mr. Tong Ki 
son's evidence that Mr. Inglis thought 
that Mr. Kwan was wanted in Shanghai 
simply to give evidence against Comabé, 
Eckford and Co. Tt was clear from Mr. 
Bennett's letter also that he regarded the 
charge ultimately brought against Kwan 
as equivalent to one of embezzlement. 
Mr. Jones went on to say that Mr. Ellis 
iad employed the usual device of bolster- 
np a weak case by attacking the lawyer 
for the other side. He read his own 
letter of May 11th to Messrs. Drummond 
and White-Cooper to show the attitude 
which had been taken up on behalf of the 
plaintiff, and in reply remarked that a 
statement that defendant would par the 
plaintiffs costs was coupled with a 
distinct denial that the proceedings taken 
were unjustified. No apology had ever 
been offered althouzh he himself had in- 
formed Mr. White-Cooper that it was an 
apology rather than damages that plain- 
tiff desired. ; 

‘His Lordship—The jury must remember 
that the demand for an apology and the 
36.000 were coupled: it is not fair to 
forget that. 

Mr. Jones went on to say that the 
motive he attributed to defendant came 
from Mr. Leake’s own statement made 
to Mr. Tong that he had no honest belief 
in the claims made against Kwan. Mr. 
White-Cooper had said that his instrue- 
ions were based on the assumption of 
the defendant that there was no 
entry of this $6,000 having been 
paid to Kwan.

Prt order to determine whether a state- 
ment is defamatory it must be construed 
in its natural and ordinary meaning; if 
not defamatory in such meaning it must 
be construed in the special meaning, if 
any, in which it was understood by: the 
persons by and to whom it is published. 

Tt was for the judge to say whether the 
swords are reasonably capable of a defama- 
tory meaning, but for the jury to say 
whether under the circumstances of the 
case they in fact bear that meaning. In 
the recent case of Nevill v. Fine Art and 
General Insurance Company, in the House 
of Lords, it was pointed out by Lord 
Dalsburs.

The jury retired to consider their verdict 
and after a somewhat long absence re- 
turned, the foreman stating that they 
answered the first two questions ia the 
afirmative. On the slander they found for 
the: pl dumayes $350 and out of 
pocket-expenses $650. 

Judgment was entered accoringly, and 
the plaintiff was awarded costa on the 
slander count, assessed at one-fifth the costs 
of the whole action. 

His Lordship complimented the jury on 
the way they had done their work, aud 
exempted them from service for the rest of 
this aud the three succeeding years,

A clerk in the employ of the Shanghai 
Telephone Company was charged with 
embezzling the sum of $61.18, the pro- 
perty of his employers, some time between 
the Ist April and the 3rd May, 1903. 

Mr. Oberg, who prosecuted, said that 
the prisoner was dismissed the service of 
the Company on the 1st instant. During 
April he was employed to deliver bills to 
castomers, but had no authority to collect 
money. After his dismissal, it was found 
that he had been collecting money from 
certain customers and had not handed 
same over to his employers. This was not 
found ont until some’ time afterwards, 
when the shroff was sent out to collect 
the bills. His defalcations amounted to 
$61 odd. The prisoner's father had already 
refunded the money embezzled. and wit- 
ness asked permission to withdraw the 
charge, this being the prisoner's first 
offence. fi 

Detective Moore said that the prisoner 
had been before the Court a few weeks 
previously, on a charge of falsely repre- 
senting himself to be a Municipal detective 
and attempting by such representation to 
extort. money.

SoME months ago we devoted time 
and space to the purpose of showing 
jthat the orgie of self-depreciation in 
jwhich the British nation had been 
indulging should be taken with some 
reserve not only by the world at 
large but by our owa pzople. We 
(quoted statistics to prove that our 
trade was not in such a terribly bad 
iway after all, and that it might be 
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juet as well if we ceased for a time 
at least: the gratuitous advertisement 
of our keenest competitors. 

In the “Contemporary Review” 
for May Mr. Mark Warren takes up 
the cudgels and with sufficient space 
at his disposal goes more thoroughly 
into the question than we were able to 
do, illustrating his remarks by a 
series of telling diagrams and tables. 
Taking the last first we will begin 
our notice of his paper by trans:ribing 
his conclusion: “To-day Engtish 
commerce is ina flourishing condition, 
there is not the slightest foundation 
for conjcture that any decline is at 
hand, and there is nothing in the 
condition of the world’s trade to give 
reasonable ground for alarm as to 
the future.” 

With this “grateful and comfort- 
ing” assurance we turn to examine 
the grounds on which Mr. Warren 
bases so favourable a verdict. At the 
outset he deprecates generalisations 
from insufficient data. Broad, essential 
facts are, he says, liable to be overlook: 
ed by a toe close attention to di 
and he, quite rightly, criticises the 
“pseudo-presentments of the com- 
mercial situation” in which elegant 
examples of profourd reasoning arc 
vitiated by the premisses being radi- 
cally wrong. He commences his ex- 
amination therefore by louking at 
the sum total of the trade of the four 
greatest: commercial nations of the 
earth, the British, the American, the 
German, and the French. The accom- 
panying diagram shows plainly that 
ood years and bad years affect eotn- 
merce generally and pretty evenly, that 
1883 and 1890 were good in all coun- 
tries while 1885 and 1894 were bid. 
The period shows a growth of trade 
in each of the four countries. High 
water mark was reached in 1900, the 
total British trade for that year 
approximating closely to the en- 
ormous total of £900,000,000 ster- 
ling, that of Germany, next. highest, 
being some £300,000,000 less. 

There is much more difficulty 
than the ordinary commercial reader 
imagines in arriving at fair figures 
in these international comparisons 
since no two countries make their | 
tables on precisely the same prin- 
ciples, Our Customs’ authorities 
take the figures from, declarations 
filled in by “interested parties ;” the 
United States value their goods at 
the place of depirture and not 
at the place of arrival, while the 
Germans in 1897 by a simple change | 
of system added about £3,000,000; 
sterling to the book value of their 
goods, which increase was “not in 
any sense an expansion of commerce.” 

Turning to import trade the 
superiority of that of the United 
Kingdom is evident at a glance as 
is also’ its “unparalleled advance ” 
during recent years. Our total for 
1900 was £460 millions. Passing on 






































duction, Mr. Warren shows that 
since 1900 we have been surpassed 
for the first time in history, and 
that by the United States. For one 
brief year, indeed, 1898, the United 
States had shot ahead of us before 
only, however, to fall behind again 
the fullowing year. ‘The teble show- 
ing this result is interesting from 
the plainness with which it indicstes 
that the success of one nation need 
not necessarily be purchased at the 
expense of another. Franco at the 
beginning of the quarter century 
covered by the table had an export 
trade in hom2 manufactures of some 
£140 millions, At the end of that 
time, and after very. slight fluctua- 
tion indeed her total was about 
£150,000,000, while those of Great 
Britain, the Unite! States and Ger- 
many hail risen enormously. 

Mr. Warren proceeds at once to 
show, however, that this table so far 
as England is concerned is misleading 
inasmuch as in it there is no account 
taken of onr enormous “ invisible” 
exports. ‘This is what he siys:— 
“The value of England’s invisible 















exports is enormous, and t' appar- 
ent excess of imports ov ports is 
accounted for by the peculiar position 


of commereial England, and is da t» 
the profitable nature of its business 
England is the world’s carrier and 
banker, and has an enormous amount 
of capital invested abroad. i 
ping, banking, commissions, inv 
ments, ete, yield immense profi 
which have to be paid in goods; it 
is this which brings about the pre- 
ponderance of the imports of mer- 
chandise.” So too with our shipping, 
even with some that is not under 
our own flig, and is yet owned by 
British merchants, 

Incidentally, Mr. Warren noves a 
fact. often overlooked by critics un- 
acquainted with the teaching of 
practical life. It may be as well 
to mention, he says, tha’ an export 
trade of a high agarega 
no means syno: very 
prosperous condition of national in- 
dustry, Stagnation at home is 
frequently accompanied by feverish 
activity — abroa Over-producsion 
sometimes necessitates ruinous saci 
fices. We have seen such cases, 
some quite recently.

GROWING IMPATIENCE LN 
JAPAN, 











Tokio, 24th June. 

Seven Professors in the Imperial 
University have memorialised the 
Foreign Office on the importance of 
speedily settling the Manchurian 
problem. 

They allege that the modern com- 
plications in the field of Foreign 
Affairs are due chiefly to failure to 
utilise occasions as they have arisen, 

They cite first the retrocession of 
the Liaotung Peninsula, when Japan 
failed to ask for a guarantee against 
future alienation, 

Secondly, the German seizure of 
Kiaochou, which might have becn 
averted by a timely protest on the 
part of Japan, 

Thirdly, the neglect to include 
Russia’s Manchurian forces in the 
arrangement for the military ovac- 
uation of North China. 

They allege that Japan's arma- 
ments are probably stronger than 
Russia's immediately available forces, 
but the inferiority is only temporary, 

‘They insist on the necessity of 
separating the negotiations as to the 
Manchurian from those as to the 
Corean problem, and declare that 
considering the perpetual nature of 

aggression, her tenure of 
Manchuria will certainly be followed 
by enterprises against Corea, which 
will sarely be the preface to a further 
advance» southward.—Special tele- 
gram. 








25th June. 

Public impatience is growing daily 
in Japan with reference to the 
Manchurian question. The soberest 
journals are advocating resolute steps 
to terminate the harassing suspense 
which checks all peaceful develop- 
ment. ‘They declare that the nation 
will be a unit to support the Ministry 
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in strong measures, the sole respon- 
sibility for which will rest with Rus- 
sia. 

A council of all the leading states- 
men has been held at the Palace with 
the result, it is rumoured, that the 
Government will address ‘a protest 
direct to St. Petersburg ; but the best 
information denies that any such 
resolve has yet been taken, and at- 
tributes to the Government the inten- 
tion of awaiting the outcome of the 
negotiations at Peking. If they 
are injurious to the interests or 
rights of Japan, the Ministry will not 
shrink from the necessary measures. 

‘The gravity of the situation is fully 
recognised in official circles, but it is 
believed that rumour exaggerates the 
weakness of the Chinese Government. 
—Speciul telegram. 

THE STATE OF THE 

QUESLION IN PEKING. 

Peking, 24th June. 

I learn from a most reliable source 
that the settlement of the Manchurian 
Convention between Russia and 
China is proceoding with unex- 
pected rapidity and calmness. The 
new agreement, containing four arti- 
cles, proposed by the Russian Minis- 
ter Mr, Lessar, has already been sent 
to St, Petersburg with Prince Ching’s 
concurrence, and if the Russian 
Government makes no objection, it 
will be promptly signed. 

It is not definitely ascertained how 
far the four articles of the new agree- 
iment concur with the former agree- 
ment. The English and Japanese 
Ministers seem to be quite m the 
‘dark as to them, as Prince Ching, 
who used to consult with them when 
Russia was urging him to agree to 
the former seven articles, has sud- 
denly changed his attitude towards 
them since his sick leave, and has 
given them no information as to the 

ogress of the negotiations, which 
fs fs kept quite secret. 

It is certain that Prince Ching 
grows day by day more disposed to- 
ward Russia, for the following 
reasons :— 

First, he has been persuaded that 
he cannot rely on the Japanese 
Govermnent, notwithstanding the 
ateady assurances of Mr. Uchida, the 
Japanese Minister, while the Prince 
was between the devil and the deep 
sca, with Russia urging him on the 
ove hand and Japan on the other, 
fostering his irresoluteness. 

Secondly, Russia has at last made 
Prince Ching recognise that it will 
be better for him to rely upon Russia 
than upon England and Japan, 
through the assistance of H. H. Yong 
Sha, the Imperial Princess with the 
greatest influence at Court, whose 
goodwill Russia has succeeded in 
securing. 

Thirdly, it-is stated that Prince 
Ching himself has received substantial 
favours from Russia. 








Russia, availing herself of the pres- 
ent opportunity, is hurrying on the 
construction of a railway from Liao- 
yang to Antung, at the mouth of the 
Yalu. The compradore of the Rus- 
so-Chinese Bank is reported to have 
taken the contract for the work, and 
is now enlisting coolies at ‘Tientsin 
so that the work may be proceeded 
with at once.—Our correspondent.

Couusxtixe editorially on tho article 
on the proper spelling of Peking, which 
will be found on another page, the 
Washington “Evening Star” says:— 

Although it is somewhat embarrassing 
to form new habits of spelling from time 
to time to keep abreast of the orthographic 
fashions, there is reason to rejoice over 
the recent decision of the governmental 
board on geographic names regarding tho 
pelling of the name of the capital of 
China. As will be noted from an article 
in to-day’s news columns, henceforth this 
word is to be spelled “Peking,” the final 
“q,” which was officially cut off by a de- 
cision of the board in 1897, having been 
restored to is historic and honoured-of- 
Seholars position, to use a celestial ex- 
pression. ‘The proofs piled up before the 
board that the “g” belongs on the name 
appear to have been overwhelming. It 
is unfortunate that they were not adduced 
or heeded before the vote of 1897 removed 
the “ g,” so that there need not have been 
this hiatus of six years of curtailed “Pe- 
kin.” Save for perhaps one instance of an 
obstinate sinologue who refused to permit 
the proof-readers at the government print- 
ing ‘office to follow the “style” of the 
boord on geographic names in publishing 
his official reports, the government docu 
ents relating to China which have appear- 
ed throughout this period, including all 
concerning the great Boxer outbreak, are 
geless. However, there is consolation in 
the fact that the average reader of in- 
telligence will be able in the future, in 
looking over old government reports—if 
any ever do—to read “Peking” for 
Pekin,” and to accept calmly the sudden 
return to the ‘g.” Perhaps this year’s 
‘war for fhe restoration of the “g” to its 
‘own will have been profitable in demon- 
strating that not even a goveriment board 
can lightly dispose of the claims of ter- 
minal letters, and it may havo its influence 
in the future in making for more assir- 
ance in the geographic and orthographic 
promulgations of the government.“ Pe- 
king” for ever !

Decree stating that Heaven has been 
kind enough, in response to the repeated, 
earnest supplications of the Emperor and 
his princes and nobles of the Imperial 
House to grant some rain but not in sufi- 
cient quantity to be of much_ benefit to the 
farmers. His Majesty therefore again sete 
down a day of prayer for more rain and 
notifies the Court that he will personally 
proceed to the temples for that purpose on 
the 28th instant, and appoints Princes 
Chun, Kung, and’ others to offer sacrifices 
on his Majesty’s behalf at a number of 
other temples (indicated) 
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26th June. 


The Chinese Minister to Japan. 


Ts‘ai Cliun, as already known to many 
of our readers, has never been popular 
amongst his countrymen while in Japan, 
and now it is reported in local inandarin 
circles that a special order of recall has 
been sent to Tokio relieving His Excellency 
of the Ministership and appointing Yang 
Oh'u, an expectant Taotai of Kuangtung, 
to that post.

The machinery of the Govera- 
ment works near Chefoo is also to be 
removed to Téchou as well as the remnants 
of the wreck left in Tientsin which the 
officials of that city have succeeded in re- 
purchasing from their foreign captors Tt 
ig also stated in local mandarin circles that 
the Kiangnan Arsenal hore is also to be in 
a large part removed to some inland town 
in th's province, the recent visit here of 
ILE. Wei Kuang-tao, Viceroy of these pro- 
vinees, having been in connection with this 
scheme of removal sas to aroid the danger 
of speedy capture in the future, which 
from the Arsenal's present position would 
be most easy of accomplishment by any 
Power which should care to do so in time 
of war with China.

Company, Lp. 


Plaintiff, a Chinese subject and the owner 
of two rows of houses in Carter Road, Shang- 
hai sought to recover from defedants the 
value of two of these houses, destroyed by 
fire on the 18th December 
sae Oe of the same. The answer ori- 
giually filed by the defendants was that the 
insurance p-licy issued by them to plain- 
toiff's agents did not cover the two houses 
destroyed by fire, but applied to plaintif’s 
Property adjoining. 

Mr. L EL Jones appeared for the 
plaintif and Mr. Kt. N. Macleod for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Mucleod said defendants were now 
willing to agroe to judgmunt against them 
They admitted the instructions to be as 
claimed by plaintif’ and would consent to 
judgment in accordance with the rectifica. 
tion of the policy. 

Mr. Jones asked for interest on the 
insurance money at the rate of 7 per cent 
from the date of the fire, or iu the event of 
defendants electing to rebuild the houses 
instead of paying a sum of money, for rent 
covering the period since the fire. 

Mr. Macleod argued that interest should 
only accrue up to the time of the election 
by tho defendants whether they would 
rebuild or pay a sum of money; there 
should be no interest, he contended for the 
period of actual rebuilding. 

Mr. Jones accepted this. 

His Lordship ordered that the defendants 
pay interest at the rate of 7 per cent from 
the date of the fire to the date on which 
the defendants should make their election 
whether they would pay in cash or rebuild 
the houses, the interest to be oz the amount 
paid or,in the case of defendant's rebuilding, 
‘on the amount esperded by them. 

Mr. Jones, in asking for costs, urged that 
he should also be awarded costs in another 
suit, arising out of the same facts, brought 
by plaintiff against the Shanghai Land 
Investment Company. 

His Lordship saw no legal method by 
which he could grant such costs. 
that His Lordship

award such costs in this suit as would cover 
the costs of the other action, which had 
been entered upon in consequence of a state- 
ment made by Messrs. Stokes and Platt the 
defendant's solicitors.

‘This suit arose in connection with the 
facts which formed the basis of the previous 
case. The plaintiffs, representing the owner 
of the houses in Carter Road, sued defen- 
dants on the ground that by their ne. 
gligence, while acting as plaintitis 
agents, they were responsible for the mir- 
twke by which the houses to be insured 
were wronzly described in the policy. In 
answer the plaintiffs denied the agency, and 
said the mistake was due to the plaintiffe’ 
carelessness. 

Mr. Macleod, for the defendants, asked 
for the dismissal of the case on the ground 
that it should never have been brought. 
The statement that defendants acide as 
agents for plaintiffs was denied, v0 proof 
of it was offered, and it could not in fact 
be proved. The original idea in bringing 
the action was that the defendants had made 
a mistake. which as it turned out was made 
not by them but by the Chioa Fire Insurance 
Company. Had the present action there- 
fore proceeded it must have failed,
